Not certainly known and revealed ? no more is the Salyation of 
Seth, Enos, Cainan, &c. nor many of thoſe that follow who are up- 
on Record for holy Perſons though their Obedience to Gods Law 
was not ſo exact, as the Law did require. But ſeeing the Salya- 
tion of ovr firſt Parents is here brought into Queſtion by you, 1 
ſhall ſhew you ſomewhat concerning them, which it ſeems you 
know not. 

To ſay nothing of what is written of Adam ( Luke 3. 38.) 
where he is ſaid to be 7T& ©«:s of God, for as Cain is ſaid to be (1 
Foh. 3. 12.) T$ HNowgs of the wicked one the Devil as belonging 
to him, ſo is Adam TE Ts of God, as belonging not only to 
his Creation (for ſo do all Creatures, even the Devils) but to his 
Eleftion of Grace. 

[t is written of Adam (Ger. 3. 20.) that after his Fall and Gods 
Diſpleaſure made known unto him for it, immediately Adam cal- 
led his Wives name Eve, Becauſe (he was to be the Mother of all li- 
ving. The ſenſe whereof I take to be this (with ſubmiſſion to bet- 
ter Judgments,) Adam by Faith here layeth hold upon the Promiſe 
of Gods Grace. And he doth itin the only way and manner that 
he could have at 'that time to give an Evidence of his Faith, that 
Is, in calling his Wife by a new name, a name which he had not 
before given her, when the Lord God brought ber firſt unto him; For 
he now when the Sentence of Death was paſt upon him, calleth her 
name Eve, which ſignifieth Life (whereas before he had only called 
her Woman, as being one, whom he was to own above all other 
Creatures for the lovely and beloved Conſort of his Life) implying 
doubtleſs that thongh he had been in danger through his ſin, to 
die in the loſs of Gods Fayour for ever, yet was he now fully per- 
ſwaded by the gracious Indulgence of God unto him in the Seed 
of the Woman that not he himſelf alone and his Wife ſhould live, 
but his Poſterity alſo ſhould be a living Poſterity, and that his 
Wife ſhould be Mother of him among them, by whom the Sen- 
tence of Death was to be Reverſed, and Life and Immortality to 
be again brought to light, for, ſaith 3foſes, She was to be the Mother 
of all living.

It is no novelty, 
for the Spirit of God to work ſuch a Converſion ſecretly, ſuddenly, 
in a way unknown to the World, and to deliver People at the very 
laſt moment of their Lives out of the Snare of Satan, as Brands 
pluckt out of the Burning. And do not you tell us eyen the very 
ſame thing in the 29. Pageof your Book that Jeſus Chriſt will ſave 
thoſe that have truly Repented, though even at the laſt Period of 
their Lives? 

Such gracious Acts of Gods infiniteGoodneſs haye been done upon 
thoſe that ſeemed to be as Caſtaways inthe Eye of the World, and 
doubtleſs may be done again. Gods Arm is not ſhortned,nor hisBow- 
els leſs yearning towards his poor Creatures that are ready to periſh 
in their Sins, through the malice of Hell, which hath originally 
brought them into that wretched Condition. But of theſe things 
enough hath been written in the aforeſaid Antidote, no need there- 
fore here to write of them again. 

As for that which is here added about the number of the Ele&t * 
in-compariſon of thoſe that are called, enovgh alſo hath been ſaid 
thereof inthe Antidote aforeſaid. * 

Theſe are the Scripture-Evidences which the Refletor hath pro- 
duced to maintain the dread{ul Doctrine of a' general Damnation 
All-which 'the wiſe and'pious Reader :will how {ext Be far ſhort 
of proving that which is fo ſtoutly affifmed inthe Title-Page of his 
Book of Reflections, viz.” That not one of a. hundred Thouſind, 
nay-probably not one ina Milfion;) from Azam dowt'tb onr times 
thall be ſaved.

ſand imen, is not the number , neither of a Thouſand, oor of 
a 6; but of Millions'of Millions 'to one Perſon that is ſa- 
ved. 

There yet remains one Refletion more which wall require ſome 
animadverſion upon it,that is,the 1dea or CharaCter (as theRefleftor 
calleth it) of the Children of 'God, made by himſelf in ſetting a 
multitude of Marks and Signs upon them, without which, he ſaith, 
they cannot be ſaved, all which he makes the efſential and conſti- 
tnent Parts belonging to every true Chriſtian. And from thence 
he imagined, that his opinion of the general Damnation is con» 
cladedto be a certain truth, becauſe they are not all to be found in 
one 'man amonegft a Million. 

But fete lene (as we ſay) for haſte makes waſte, are theſe all, 
being about thirty of them, to be found together in one man ? I 
believe, without any breach of Charity, they were not all to be 
fonnd in himſelf that fo compiled them ? elfe he would nevef have 
been/fo nncharitable, nor ſo unrighteons, as he was, inhis paſſin- 
nate raging Heats againſt the Church of Enz/and, nor, in accuſin 
ſeveralof the moſt Eminent Champions of the Goſpel in it agai 
the Superſtitions of Rome,laying to their charge thingswhich they 
knew not,as that they leaned to Popery,and had made their adyan- 
ces towards Rome, wherein, by his own Confeſſion upon his Death- 
bed; he'tthonght they were not guilty, wiſhing that his Soul might 
b2 with their Senls whom he had ſo mach and unjuſtly defamed, 
but let that go. | | 

This 1 may ſay boldly, to glean'the holy Scripture, raking to- 
gether ſeveralDuties of Piety, Charity, Righteonſneſs, &c. requi- 
red in it, and to annex unto them ſach a terrible Threatning as this,
